The year was 1947, The location was Prescott, Ariz. The occasion was the 
birth of a baby boy, destined to become Anchorage Amateur Radio Club’s 1984 
HAM OF THE YEAR! Yes, folks, we’re talking about Douglas Dickinson - 
KL7IKX. Born from the union of an Air Force career man & a pretty & cultur- 
ed school teacher, Doug had the fun & adventure of living all over the U.S. 
His interest in ham radio began very early. He was well into it by age 10. 
His biggest worry at this time of life was a rascally Kid sister, whose 
"interest" in ham radio included sneaking into his ham shack and breaking 
the tubes of his receiver.

VHF REPORT 


HOWDY! BY NOW, YOU PROBABLY HAVE TRIED THE REMOTE RECEIVER FOR 34/94. ‘YOU 
MAY NOT BE AWARE OF IT, BUT YOU HAVE BEEN USING IT NEVER THE LESS. THE 
REMOTE RECEIVER HAS SLIGHTLY DIFFERENT SOUNDING AUDIO. 


NOTHING IN YOUR OPERATING HABITS WILL HAVE TO CHANGE, WITH OF COURSE THE 
PROVISO THAT YOUR RADIO WILL HAVE TO BE SET TO NO MORE THAN +/- 5 KHZ ON 
PEAK DEVIATION. I’VE RESET SEVERAL OF YOUR HANDHELDS & CAN RESET OTHERS 
TIME PERMITTING. JUST BECAUSE IT’S BRAND NEW, RIGHT OUT OF THE BOX, DOESN’T 
MEAN IT IS SET RIGHT. ALSO, REMEMBER THAT YELLING INTO THE MIC DOESN’T MAKE 
IT LOUDER - JUST MAKES IT CLIP OFF THE PEAKS, WHICH WILL MAKE YOUR VOICE 
SEEM BROKEN TO OTHER USERS. 


IF YOU DRIVE THE GLENN HIGHWAY TOWARD EAGLE RIVER OR CHUGIAK, YOU WILL NOTE 
THAT YOU CAN NOW GET BACK INTO 94 ALL THE WAY OUT. (WITH THE EXCEPTION OF 
GOING DOWN ONTO THE FLATS AT EKLUTNA, WHERE THERE IS A SHORT NULL.) PRELIM- 
INARY TESTS SHOW EXCELLENT RESULTS out AS FAR AS PETERS CREEK. TESTS WITH 
AL7FI, RICH, SHOW THAT WITH HIS HANDHELD ON LOW POWER AT HOME (WITH AN OUT- 
SIDE ANTENNA) HE WAS ABLE TO WORK THE REMOTE RECEIVER WITH 85-90% QUIETING, 
HE WASN’T EVEN OPENING THE SQUELCH ON THE MAIN RECEIVER. FURTHER TESTS WITH 
KL7DJE IN PALMER PROVED QUITE SATISFACTORY ALSO. NATE’S OUTSIDE ANTENNA IS 
AT 20 #t, AND DUE TO GO TO 40 FT THIS SUMMER. NATE WAS NEARLY FULL QUIETING 
INTO THE REMOTE RECEIVER & TESTS W/KL7RB FROM EAGLE RIVER WERE EQUALLY SAT- 
ISFYING. STEVE WAS RUNNING LOW POWER RUBBER DUCKY FROM HIS KITCHEN & GETTING 
INTO THE REMOTE RECEIVER JUST FINE. THANKS TO ALL FOR BEARING W/US WHILE WE 
“FINE TUNE" THE TWO RECEIVERS & WORK A COUPLE OF SMALL PROBLEMS OUT. 


REMEMBER THIS SYSTEM ‘VOTES’ ON THE SIGNAL W/THE BEST SIGNAL TO NOISE RATIO, 
(THAT IS TO SAY, THE BEST QUIETING SIGNAL) NOT THE BEST SIGNAL STRENGTH. 
WHAT ALL THAT BOILS DOWN TO 1S, ALL OPERATIONS ON 94, AUTOPATCH, AUTODIAL, 
MAILBOX, EMERGENCY AUTODIAL, AND ALL THE OTHER FEATURES ARE AVAILABLE TO 
YOU VIA THE REMOTE RECEIVER. BASICALLY, IF YOU CAN HEAR THE REPEATER, YOU 
SHOULD BE ABLE TO WORK IT. THERE ARE, OF COURSE, SOME MINOR RESTRICTIONS 
TO THIS STATEMENT. IF YOU DON’T HAVE AN ANTENNA ON YOUR RADIO & ARE STILL 
ABLE TO HEAR THE MACHINE, & THEN TRY TO TRANSMIT, IF YOUR FINALS SURVIVE THE 
TEST, YOU MAY STILL NOT BE ABLE TO GET INTO EITHER RECEIVER. AND OF COURSE, 
YOU COULD BE EQUALLY BAD INTO BOTH RECEIVERS, SUCH AS A HANDHELD LAYING ON 
THE SEAT BESIDE YOU. THIS SYSTEM WILL NOT SUCK UP A SIGNAL THAT IS BELOW 
THE SQUELCH LEVEL OF EITHER RECEIVER....BUT FOR THE MAJORITY OF THE CASES, 
THIS SHOULD HELP OUT THE COVERAGE "AROUND THE CORNER" AND AROUND TOWN FOR 
SOME OF OUR LOWER POWERED HANDHELDS AND MOBILE STATIONS.

MODIFICATIONS 


I'm one to talk but, be careful of modifications! Modifications to 
your radio may make it work better or extend its coverage but, making 
_ 


them may do some damage, beware! 


First, look over a “mod" carefully. De you really need to do it or 
wil! it just be “window dressing" on your rig that you will never 
use? If you don't need it, I recommend you don't do it! 


Second, is your radio still under warrenty? If it is then I advise 
against making any modifications unless they are recommended or 
approved by the manufacturer! To be sure call or write the 
manufacturer Cor distributer». Better to make the “mod" after the 
warrenty is up than to void it! 


Third, are ysu technically qualified to do the modification? I'm not 
cutting down anyone here but, have you opened up your beloved H.T. 
and seen how much “stuff" they pack in there? If you aren't used to 
working in small places ar have a problem with always having parts 
(screws and all) left over after taking things apart then I recommend 
you have someone else do the “mod"! 


Fourth, take a gcod look at the modification procedure and then take 
a close look at the schematic of your radio. Can you see that all 

@ parts used and the hook ups Will not damage your radio? See if you 
can find somecne that has done the "mod" already and see if he/she 
has a working radio and not the charred remains of same. If you 
can't find anyone that has done the modification then get a second 
opinion before proceeding! 


No radio is perfect! That's my motto. They are made to be modified 
and hams are the ones to make radios do what they were never designed 
to do! Have fun.

NATIONAL TRAFFIC SYSTEM 


After 
World War II, when it became evident that the international situation was 
destined to be tense, and the need for some civil defence measures became 
apparent, agencies designated to head up such a program called on amateur 
representatives to participate. RACES (Radio Amateur Civil Emergency 
Service) administered by the Federal Emergency Management Agency ‘FEMA) 

of the U. S. Government is a part of amateur radio service which provides 
radio communication for civil preparedness purposes only, during periods 

of regional or national civil emergency. 


The fastest and most efficient methods for handling message traffic by 
Amateur Radio has been a primary topic of discussion in Amateur circles 
since 1914, when Hiram Percy Maxim formed the American Radio Relay League 
(NTS) was, and is, the tightest and most solid organization within the 
CARRL) framework. This system is in daily operation. Its personnel 
consists mainly of those operators, whom, while interested in traffic 
handling, are unable to spend more than one or two periods a week in this 
pursuit. 


NTS is a volunteer traffic system. The NTS is dedicated to communications 
during emergencies on behalf of ARES ‘American Radio Emergency Service), 
as well as the daily handling of routine third party traffic. If you can 
spend one regular period a week handling traffic, and are interested in 
doing so, NTS can use you! 


The NTS frequencies for Alaska are 14.292.0 daily at 8:30 a.m., and 
14.247.0 daily at 2:30 p.m, Both these frequencies are on Alaska time.
